To-Day’s News from 
Canton. — , 


Oar Canton correspondent, 
writing to-cay of the figbting, sz; 
that an official report from Wu- 
chow isto the effect that Kwai 
Hsin city was captured on Wed- 
nesday, Tam Ho-ming, the com- 
maoder of the Ewangsi forces. 
has withdrawn his troops even 
nearer Nanning, and it is stated 
that two of bis divisional cam- 
manders have gane over to the 
Canton side. Tam Ho-ming is 
now at Whanchow. 

A forther report states that a 
detachment of Canton troops was 
defeated at Waichap by the 
Ewangsi troops, who have assum- 
ed the offensive on that front, 

Luichow has been re-captored 
by the Cantonese troops and a 
reward of $20,000 has been offerad 
for the capture of Yang Wing-tai 
—zhe former Tuchun of Cantoro— 
who is said to have stirred up 
bandits in the south-eastern 
districts. 

From Wuchow comes the news 
that although most ot the sheps 
in thst city bave resumed busi- 
nes- there is very little trade 
being done owing to the military 
being in occupation of the river 
Gambling honses of all descrip- 
tions are being opened, being 
operated by the soldiers who are 
making large ‘profits.

The Official 
Receiver seemed to have at the 
back of his mind the idea that the 
oaly legitimate way to deal in.

The Official Receiver went on 
to say that he was quite prepared 
to'agree that ‘similar contracts 
made by the banks with persons 
whom they knew were merchants, 
oz: who were engaged ia such 
business as made it necessary 
for them te settle exchange, were 
perfectly legitimate. 

A DANGEROUS PRECEDENT. 

On the question of mutuality. 
the Official Receiver submitted 
that the evidenca showed most 
strongly that Ezra was gam- 
bling, that the banks knew 
he was gambling, and 
that the banxs, thongh they might 
bave been compelled to accept 
£85,000 in sterling if Ezra had 
offered it to them on the date the 
contract matured, did not for one 
moment expect to receive that 
amount; forther, they did not 
care whotber they received that 
amount or mnt because even 
though, as they ‘said, they - sold 
that amount to a third party, 
they could easily purchase it else- 
.where and make their profit and 
any Joss on the purchase out of 
the difference on exchange pay- 
able by Ezra.

THE POWER OF ATIORNEY. 

- There was this further fact: it 
was common knowledges in 
Shanghai that Mr. Edward Ezra 
was avery wealthy man with 
large business interests. Not 
only was Judah Ezra living in 
the way be had deseribed. but 
he had informed the banks that 
be had a general power of 
attorney from this brother. 
Therefore they bad a man who 
was Still rich holding a general 
power of -attorney from — his 
brother who bad vast- business 
interests in the East. The banks 
did not know what this money 
was required for. 

His Lordship. delivered judgment 
in favour of appellants, holding 
that the transactions did not amount 
to gambling.

CHINESE TENANTS AND 
RENTS ORDINANCE: 


A Matter for Rejoicings. 

Having achieved what they set 
out to accomplish, the association 
of Chinese tenants in Hongkonz. 
a: temporary organisation special- 
ly formed to petition the Govern- 
ment to pass the recent Rents Bill. 
was dissolved at a meeting held 
in the offices of Kwong Sang Hong 
and Company last evening. fr. 
Mok Lai-chi presided over a large 
attendance, 

yn reeapitulating the Renta ” 
Ordinance, the Chairman said 


that the’ Secretary for Chinese . , 


Affairs bad had 5,000 placards - 
printed in Chinese to tb 
posted in public places and 
distributed among the Chinese. 
reminding them of date when the 
Ordinance. came into operation. 
(July 19th.) and the data adopted 
for the star dardisation of \reptss” 
(December 3ist, 1920). These}! 
pamphlets also contained instruc- 
tions to report any molestation br 
landlords tothe S.C.A. in con- 
sequence of dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed with the rents paid. In 
scch case tke tenants should 
obtain a person to witresa the 
non-acceptance of the rents, wrap 
up the moncy and stow it awer, 
after marking the date of the 
refusal, until the landlord applied 
for it, The taking of the date was 
essentia] evidence if there should 
ba legal proceedings. 

With regard toe a2 fraudulent 
practice largely indulged in oy 
Jandlords of falsifying shs- exact 
amount of rent paid to them on 
the rent receipt in erder to evade 
the payment of the proper house | 
rates, Mr. Mck Lai-chi said that 
in such a cose tenants should not 
pay the stipulated rent, but pay 
the amount stated in the rent 
receipt. 

The Chairman said that the suc- 
cesa of the tenants” movement was:

AN EXCHANGE QUESTION. | 


Judgment has been. given hy HM. Supreme Court at 
Shangnai ina case of more than ordimary importance to 
people in the Far East, where exchange uperations of one 
Kind or another are practically inevitame. lhe proceedi 
arose out of the bankruptcy of a member ot a well-known 
Shanghai family, Mr. Judah Ezra, against whom the 
Nerderiandiseh indische Bank and Netueriauds ‘Trading 
Society respectively claimed ‘Us. 495.000 and Ths 90.S40. 
These ciaiins were rejected by the Uthcial Kecetyer on the 
‘ground that the tramsactiols were simply deals in 
“ditierences” on forward buying, not genuine sales and 
purchases, und that consequently the contracts were youd. 
inetdenuy the case illustrates tur- what lengthy periods a 
practice “may ‘coutinue without being (questioned, the 
contention being based upon the Gamuring Act ‘or I>45, 
since when, of course, these transactions have been 
innumerable. ; . 

The Court bas reversed the decisioy of the Olficial 
Receiver by giving judgment for the tanks on the ground 
that the transactivus did not amount to gambling. tough 
the grounds upoa which his lordship based bis decision are 
not yet tohand.. As, however, the appeal. was brought 
upon a question of pribciple. the deptor'’s assets berg 
practically il, it is wortn glancing at the arguments 
adduced tur aud against. Counsel tur the banks stated 
that they did their best.and usually succeeded in making 
their sales and purchases for each duy balance. . Sometimes 
they might have to hold up their buying or selling fora 
day.or two, but substantially they must make sares and 
purchases agree, their business as. bunkers bemyg to take 

~ the profit represented by the margin between buyiny and 
selling rates, so that the business was not gambling us far 
as the banks were concerned. The Otficiat Receiver con- 
tended that the banks must have known that the debtor 
could not take up delivery, and that consequently he was 
merely gaimbling on the clinerence in the quotations. . 
“The issue was somewhat complicated by the debtor's 
financial status, seeing that, although now a bankrupt. he 
* belongs to a family widely known in Shanghai, and hin- 
self enjoyed the reputation at one time of being a million- 
vaire; hence it was competent for-the banks to argue that 
‘they were justified in assuming his ability to take delivery. 
. The debtor's own evidence was to the effect that the banks 

‘quite understood that the settlement was—to be on differ- 
ences only. Whether a hard-and-fast law that transactions 
shall only be valid when cash for the whole amount is 
handed over at the time of the purchase is desirable may 
be open to question; aud in the Ezra case the Court has 
decided that te operation did not amount to gambling. 
. At the same time some restriction is doubtless advisable in 

.regard to bankers as well as the puplic. In general, 
. substantial banks will place a prudent limit upon. these 

dealings, but sometimes, as apparently in the case of the 
’ Banque Industrielle de Chine, too inuch scope is allowed to 
speculative proclivities. The Official Keceiver, however, 
did well to mark the distinction between transuctions of 
the kind involved in the present proceedings.and ‘una fide

Doring the past 
forty-eight hours news has been 
received in Hongkong showing 
that, militarily at leass, Kwangsi 
j3 on its last legs. Instead of 
bringing off the plan to drive 
two wedges into Kwangtung aod 
thereby force the retiremen: of 
the Cantonese from Wuchow and 
beyond on the west river, the 
Kwangsi military leaders have 
found that the Cantonese attack 
io the direction of Nanning has}. 
become so serious @ menace that 
they have withdrawn all] their 
forces from Kwangtung end are 
contentrating onthe detence of 
their capital.. That is a very 
significant gain for the Cantouesa,! 
for it means that they, have nos 
only swept their own province 
freo of the invader and have 
pushed north and captured the 
important town of Kweilin but 
bave put into grave jeopardy 
the whole cf the Kwangsi 
forces. This news (which is 
absolutely authentic and which 
wepublished yesterday) is coupled 
with the persistent rumour that 
Luk Wing-ting has fled from 
Nanning and has sought refuge 
in Annam. If this is verified 
by later information then Canton 
bas cause for rejoicing. Whether 
those in power at Canton have 
the means to administrate..the 
two southern provinces in a 
peaceful manner or whetber we 
shall witness further develop 
ments must be left to thosa who 
are fond of conjecture, but for 
the sake of China's trade and for 
the benefit of Hongkong’s, trade 
one cam only hope that we ara 
at last within sight of ordered 
conditions.

SHIPS AND THEIR PRICES. 
- German Inquiries in Japan. 


Germany is still in need o 
ships, ‘and, according ta the 
Maimchi, ‘Aquiries have been re- 
caived by the Japanzoe Govseéra- 
meént_ from Germany regardia, 

. approximate quotations fur newh- 
buils ships, and terms and condi 
tions relativa to sales. Th: 
Department of Communications 
haa therefore givon notification t 

. that effect to all the shipbuildim 
yards and others interealed. The 
Japanese dockyards have all larse 
stocks of materials’ and ara sure 
to wolcome these inquiries at thi, 
time of great depreasion in the 
trade. But there ate some 
doabts as to the solvency of Ger- 
many and wages are still high. 
Moreover, building promisas ta be 
wory slow, because the yards bave 
aleeady effected a wholesale in- 
ternal readjustment, dy dismissing 
workers in their employment. 

- Building freighters of 5,000 tons 
hardly pays at anything under 
“Y220 or ¥230 perton. The ships 
already im service are, of course 
cheaper, three or four-year-old 
froaghtecs of the same sizo heing 
qroted at about £120. 

Thore are plenty of such ships 
for asle, many of them belonging 
ta the banks as forfeited security, 
but it is probable that in desling 
ith the German Government the 
banks would require a sam that 
would cover their loans‘ and in- 
terest. However, it is hardly 
probable that anything short of a 
general goveromental conspiracy 
could prevent ships being sold at 
reasonable prices to German 
bayete. There are soma sbis 
worng cheap enough in Japan. It 
3 coported that the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha is pursiog a polé-y of 
gotting rid of old ships and .stely 
sold the Miike-mara and the 
Tientsin-maru at Y32 per ton to 
the Kobe Shosen Kaisha. It is 
also reported that the company 
has decided to seli to a certsid 
company at about ¥42 rer top on 
an average tha Wakayama-maro 
£3,401 tons, Higo-maru of 1,2 
tons, and Kobe- naru of 2,923 tons. 


All these ships wera built more 


than thirty years ago, but many}. 


old ships bsve life’ in them yet, 
and are certainly worth more 
than a tenth part of the price 
which itis said that new. ships 
cost in Japan. When the United 
States Shipping Board really 
ete to busiuess in disposing of its 
earptus araft, there will probab'y 
beabig drop. But noless some- 
thing is done that will be the end 
of the Japanese shipbuilding 
trade, which has cecome altogeth- 
ertoo dear for commercial pur- 
poses, 


Availingthemselvesof shipping . 


cirelea having been temporarily 
settled. asys the Ji, Japanese, 
British,and American shipowners 
are busily offering their old ships 
for sale botb at home end abroad. 
On the other hand, many of the 
ships mortgaged are being dump- 
ed,andthare is a congestion of 
sales. Hone of the buyers, how- 
ener, ia ready to accept them at 
the prices offered, as itis believed 
that trade will continns gloomy 
cin tha future.
